_ Glenn County and the cities of Orland and 'illows have experienced 
greater population increases since 1970 than during the 1960-1970 decade,- 
Population projections for 1980 and 1990 should probably be revised upwards 
to at least 21,000 for Gienn County in 1980 and 22,500 in 1990, 

The bulk of the population increase has ovvurred in the unincorporated 
areas of the County. This trend will probably continue although it would 
be more desirable in some ways to increase the percentage of residents 
living in the cities of Orland and Willows, Fewer land and energy resources 
are used to support city families than a similar number of residents 
living in the cities of Orland and Willows. Fewer land and energy resources 
are used to support city families than a similar number of households 
scattered over a large area. If the number of residents in the unincorporated 
area of the County continues to increase at the present rate the County may 


face increased pressures to provide urban type services. 


AGE GROUP CHANGE 


' The percentage of the County population in the 18-64 age group has 
increased since 1970. This is happening all over the United States: 
because the children born during the post World War II “baby boom" (1946-56) 
have now entered this age group. The birth rate since that period has not 
been as great as is evidenced by the reduced percentage of the population 
in the 0-17 age groups. The increased percentage of {nalviduale in the 
18-64 age group means an increased number of people who will require 
employment and an increased rate of household formation. 

The 65 and over age group is somewhat concentrated in the cities... 
of Ortand and Willows. (Forty per cent of the County population lives 
in Orland and Willows while 47 per cent of 65 and over age group lives *~ 
in these cities.) It is easier for the elderly to obtain the specialized 
services they may require in the cities. However, it may be difficult 
“for the cities to provide these (and other) services if a significant 


number of taxpayers are on low and/or fixed incomes.

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HOUSING CHANGES 


Both the percentage and the number of mobile homes in Glenn County has 
Increased substantially since 1970. The percentage of multiple family units 


has remained fairly constant. Thus it appears that the mobile home is 


‘replacing the single family home, not the apartment, where new construction 


ts concerned. The population per unit is slightly less for mobile homes 


than for single family homes as is shown in the following table.

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UNEMPLOYMENT 


The total unemployment rate for Glenn County at the time of the 1976 
special census was 8,16 per cent. That is 8.16 per cent of the labor force 
were reported as unemployed at this time. However, unemployment affects 
women to a greater degree than men in Glenn County. This is also true in 
the rest of the country--not only in Glenn County. 

Many reasons may be hypothesized for the higher unemployment rate of 
women including illegal sex descrimination of employers and lack of 
appropriate job skills among women. Perhaps the availability of Butte 
College classes in Glenn County will increase the opportunities for job 


training and employment in Glenn County. 
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
